The new budget calls for

$2,400,829, 

The new budget provides 
$153,054 for the building fund, 
down sharply from $271,515 in 
the previous year. 

A surplus of $38,473 is an- 
ticipated at the end of the 1973- 
74 school year in the bond and 
interest fund. 

Cash on hand at the end of the 
last fiscal year of $37,473, and 
estimated revenue during this 
year of $133,075 will bring the 
total available in the fund to 
$170,548. The budget calls for 
$132,075 to be used for bond and 
interest purposes, down from 
$135,975 last year. 

Revenue and available cash 
in the transportation fund total 
$56,889 and the fund budget for 
the school year is $45,500, 
leaving an anticipated surplus 
of $11,389. Last year’s budget 
was $39,000. 

A $6,526 surplus is predicted 
at the end of the 1973-74 school 
year in the municipal 
retirement fund as cash and

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Phase 4 threatens to 
close service stations

Press-Record Staff Writer 

Quad-City area service 
station operators fear that if 
they are forced to roll back the 
price of gasoline to the Jan. 10 
level, as proposed in Phase 4 
directives, most of them will be 
forced out of business— 
resulting in an even greater 
gasoline shortage than the 
public already is experiencing. 

‘The price freeze on gasoline 

and diesel fuel was to have 
expired at midnight last night, 
but to permit time for com- 
pliance with the requirements 
and computation of ceiling 
prices for those products, the 
Cost of Living Council has 
extended the freeze until Sept. 
1. 
An Mlinois Gas Dealers 
Association spokesman said 
that under the federal order, 
retail gas dealers must cut their 
profit margins back to the level 
of Jan, 10. 

He said that the level at that 
time was unusually low because 
area stations were involved in a 
gas war, and were undercutting 
one another's prices. 

One dealer here said that his 
station was selling gas at 35 
cents a gallon in January and is 
now Selling it for 40 cents. 

“If we have to roll back our 
prices,” he said, “we will be 
purchasing gasoline from our 


supplier for about two cents per 
gallon more than what we could 
sell it for.”” 

Another said, “If we have to 
roll our selling price back, but 
have to purchase it at today’s 
wholesale prices. there would 
be a difference of several cents, 
and we just couldn’t make it. 
We would go out of business.” 


“In other words,” he ex- 
plained “‘if our margin of profit 
now is seven cents and was 
seven cents in January, but the 
purchasing price is five cents 
higher now than it was then, we 
would only have a profit of 
about one cent, if any at all.” 

He said that adding to the 
problem is the high cost of 
operating expenses. 

“My labor alone, which I'm 
not to because my men 
have to eat the same as I do, 
costs me over one dollar an hour 
more today than it did then.” 

“Phase 4°, he said, “will 
force the closing of some 
stations because they just can’t 
operate un that low of a
